were visible. The machine was rais-

lighily between stanchions. 
Efforts 


at resusciation failed. 


Mr. Brown not only had an inter- 


national reputation as a polo player, 
but was also known as a big game 
hunter. He was prominent in socia1 
circles of this city, New York and 
Newport. 
.Last May Mr. Brown announced 


his decision to dispose of his string 
of polo ponies and devoie himself to 
aviation. 
He attended the

and became

Maishal von Mackensen is the-hard- 
est tlow Rumania has received dur- 
ing the entire campaign. Through it 
the Rumanians have lost their larg- 
est seaport, a port noted in interna- 
tional trade for shipment of grain 
and petroleum. 
Simultaneously the 


Rumanians lost their main line of 
communication with Russia by way 
of the Black Sea, a loss which 
is 


bound to liave a far reachipg conse- 
quence for Rumania in carrying on 
her military operations. 


"Russia has been able to send her 


ally by way of Constanza in large 
s'eame's, material and map which 
then found their way intoF interior 
Rumania on the main railroad line 
from Constanza to Bucharest. 
The 


marine transports are now limited in 
their operations to "Sulina and the 
Danube ports where only vessels of 
small tonnage can dock a/id unload. 


"In addition to this general influ- 


ence on the Rumanian warfare how- 
ever, the loss of Constanza is of de- 
cisive importance as regards the mil- 
itary situation 
in Dobrudja. 
The 


railroad line 
from Constanza 
to 


Tchernavoda is already partly _in, the 
hands of- the- allied Germans, Turks 
and Bulgarians. 
Bast of Murfaltar 


this line has already been crossed by 
the attacking armies and Von Mac- 
kensen's left wing is 
approaching 


Tchernavoda. For these reasons the 
section of the railroad between Mur- 
fatlar and Tchernavoda is also ap- 
parently without value to the 
Ru- 


manians. Thus the quick transport 
of troops and artillery to especially 
threatened points of the 
Dobrudja 


front is rendeied impossible. 
Fur- 


thermore, an excellent base of oper- 
ations has been taken from the Ru- 
manians and Russians."

dience which was thoroughly Ameri- 
can—an 
infringement 
upon

Hughes' monopoly. 


"But now Mr. Hughes, not having 


the courage to tell the people whose 
votes he seeks, his proposals and 
program for dealing with the great 
issues of our

life,

noisily silent man with an exagger- 
ation of Roosevelt's egotism and a 
feeble imitation of his courage, takes 
up this silly story and grows quite 
furiously 'American' over it."

But is was not need- 
ed.The Mayor has long since learned 
that the chief executive of a city caa> 
not lend an ear to every complaint 
of this character, for if he did, the 
city of Newark would soon be nil so 
far as the theatrical profession 
is 


concerned. 
Tte woman complaining against 


jesterday's show said she saw the 
performance m the afternoon and it 
was awful 
It must have been aw- 


ful something — because the women 
were largely in the majority at the 
show and at no time did the comedi- 
ans have to prompt their audience 
for applause. 
This was possibly the best example 


to "be obtained of whether the per- 
formance was objectionable to the 
women. Mayor Bigbee said 
last 
night after hearing the report of the 
director, that he did not believe 
there would be any more trouble re- 
les^ue shows shown here in the fu- 
ture. 
The city officials hear complaints 


on nearly every show of any conse- 
quence that visits Newark. For ex- 
ample one wcman complained bitter-

New York, Oct. 24. — Army offi- 


cers who have observed the tests of 
the new armor-piercing bullet MOW 
in, progress at the Sandy Hook, prov- 
ing grounds are enthusiastic 
over 


the results. 
The bullet is of only 


.30 calibre and can be fired irom 
the 
regulation 
army 
Springfield 


rifle. 
At a distance of fifty yards 


the projjejctile .ploughed through a 
sheet ol steel three quarters of an 
inch thick and then penetrated 
a 


silhouette target planted behind the' 
st^l plate. 
It is believed that one 


of the new bullets 
could be fired 


through from ten to twnety ' men 
standing in a row. 


The bullets 
are tipped 
with 
a 


piece of steel encased in lead, which 
acts as a lubricator when the bullet 
strikes steel and thus aids penetra- 
tion. 
The projectile which' passed 


'through targets in recent tests were 
tut little distorted. 


It is pointed cut that the 
great 


value of the bullets will be against 
armored motor cars and 
against 


troops hiding in houses or 
behind 


other protections. 
One officer said 


that they would be of service against 
such instruments of war as the now 
famous British "tanks" which 
are 


being used on the Somme front.

Late Army Tests 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TKLKORAM! 


New York, Oct. 24.—Army offi- 


cers who have observed the tests of 
the new armor-piercing bullet now 
in progress at the Sandy Hook prov- 
ing grounds are enthusiastic 
over 


the results. 
The bullet is of only 


.30 calibre and can be fifed Irom 
the 
regulation 
army 
Springfield 


rifle. 
At a distance of fifty yards 
the projjejctile,ploughed through a 
sheet oi steel three quarters of an 
inch thick and then penetrated 
a 


silhouette target planted behind the 
st^el plate. 
It is believed that one 


of the new bullets 
could he fired 


through from ten to twnety' men 
standing in a row. 


The bullets are tipped 
with 
a 
piece of steel encased in lead, which 
acts as a lubricator when the bullet 
strikes steel and thus aids penetra- 
tion. 
The projectile which 
passed 


'through targets in recent 'tests were 
tut little distorted. 
It is pointed out that the 
great 


value of the bullets will be against 
armored motor cars and 
against 


troops hiding in houses or 
behind 


other protections. One officer said 
that they would be of service against 
such instruments of war as the now- 
famous British "tanks" which 
are 


being used on the Somme front.
